MB of itself 
by 'ignoring' the wuolo 


matter, including, we snppose, the de- 
fendant, whom the reporters have repre- 
sented aa being a comely and wall be- 
haved person (except when ehe has two 
pistole in her pMBeeelon and IB aroused), 
fitrang* u It may appear, the district at 
torney acquiesced in the proceeding!
